Claims 8-12 are rejected on the ground of non-statutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over: 

1) claims 1-9 of U.S. Patent No. 6,227,797; 

2) claims 1-10 of U.S. Patent No. 6,250,880; 

3) claims 84-87 and 102 of U.S. Patent 6,609,883; and 

4) claims 1-8,11 and 12 of U.S. Patent No. 6,638,011. 

Claims 8-12 are provisionally rejected on the grounds of non-statutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-17 of .co-pending U.S. Patent Application 
11/238,400.
